“Ephraim ia a cake net turned,?? 

Theme: By Halves, 

Hosea uses that telling metaphor to! 
bring home to Israel the fact of its par- 
tial dealing with itself,’ It ix a fickle 
people, It hog m one-sided character 
awing to the purauit of only one pirt 
of life, The people turn td world-pow- 
er not to God for aid in distress, ‘And 
Ephraim is like « silly dove, without 
underslunding; they eall unto Egypt,| 
they go to Assyria,'’ says Hosea, On 
the side of world-quest Ephraim js 
burnt blaek, on the side of God-quest 
Ephraim fs raw dough, ‘*Ephkaim is 
a cake not turned.’ 

Many a community's or nation’s life 
may be so pictured. Only a limited 
aumber of people are sceking God. and 
Gud’s good, the rest are indifferent to 
them. Some pursue knowledge and ¢ul-|- 
ture, others are content in ignorance 
and ernudences, Thera are those who 
endeavor to use their native and ace 
quired powers for the bettering of hu- 
man conditions, others ply the trade of 
demoralization.
